34, to two years' probation for negligence in the accident, 
but promised to consider wiping her record clean if she 
found 10 abandoned refrigerators and reported them to 
police. 


With her two teen-aged sons, Mrs. Ciark began searching 


her neighborhood Tuesday night and to her surprise quickly 
found two old refrigerators. 


She had complained earlier that the job was going to be 


tough, speculating that most people "got rid of their ice 
boxes since what happened to me." 


death of Ulysses Davis last July "hit me real hard." 


"I knew those kids," she told newsmen who followed her 


on the search. "I was always chasing them away from cars. 
What possessed that boy to climb into the ice box, I just 
don't know. 


"I had that refrigerator up against a tree. It was just an 


accident. I never had any trouble with kids. I love them, 
really." 


Mrs. Clark was charged under a little-known Florida 


statute that makes it illegal to discard a refrigerator with a 
closeable door. She could have drawn a maximum sentence 
of one year in jail. 


"She owes a debt to society for her negligence and she 


can't pay it in jail or on probation," said Asst. State Atty. 
Terry McWilliams, who proposed the refrigerator hunt idea 
to Judge Turner.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal 


Communications Commission Wed- 
nesday granted American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. permission to increase its 
rate of return by 8.5 per cent. 


The decision means telephone users 


will pay $395 million more each year 
instead of the $545 million AT&T had 
requested. 


AT&T had asked permission to 


increase its rate of return by 9.5 per cent. 
The FCC said the ruling would permit 
an estimated additional net income 
before federal taxes of $145 million a 
year on top of $250 million granted on 
an interim basis in January 1971. 


The commission's decision applies 


only to interstate services of the Bell 
System and has no application to local 
telephone exchange or instrastate ser- 
vices. 


John de Butts, chairman of the board 


of AT&T issued a statement saying 
the new rates will have "a slight effect 
on the price of long distance calls. The 
net effect we estimate, will be an 
increase to long-distance users of less 
than 2 per cent. Interstate rates, over- 
all will still be lower than they were in 
1953." 


De Butts said, "we are encouraged 


that the FCC has now recognized... that 
higher earnings are required to assure 
sound financing of the very large con- 
struction program — $8.5 billion this 
year alone —that we must undertake to 
meet the public's communications 
needs." 


The commission, in deciding the rate 


case begun almost exactly two years 
ago, also adopted a range of 8.5 per cent 
to 9 per cent within which, by improved 
productivity and efficiency, AT&T may 
increase its interstate return. 


Commissioners Nicholas Johnson and 


H. Rex Lee dissented. Johnson said the 
FCC is "giving AT&T something to be 
especially 
thankful 
for. 


"The upshot of today's decision is 


that—if the state commissions follow 
our lead—Bell will be able to earn some 
$1.3 billion per year more—a 7 per cent 
increase over its 1971 gross of $18.5 
billion." 


But the commission said AT&T may 


submit its detailed interstate rates 
within 30 days for review by the com- 
mission before such rates are filed to be 
put into effect.

Bomber loss not burden 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Air 


Force said Wednesday following the 


:first combat loss of a B52 bomber that 
.North Vietnam's success in downing 
the plane will not affect U.S. operations 
or tactics. 


"It was bound to happen," one official 


said in citing a record of more than 
100,000 B52 sorties over Indochina since 
1966 without a loss to enemy fire. A 
sortie is one flight by one plane. 


These officials said they are confident 


that new aerial tactics and sophisticated 
electronic countermeasure equipment 
aboard the plane for foiling enemy 
antiaircraft defenses are adequate to 
protect the B52s. 


"But," they added, "if you're going to 


be operational, you've get to expect 
losses." 


Since the North Vietnamese opened 


their offensive last spring, the eight- 
engine bombers, each capable of carry- 
ing up to 26 tons of explosives, have 
dropped probably the most massive 


amount of bombs in the history of 
aerial warfare. 


U.S. 
military officials credit these 


planes with playing a significant role in 
blunting the offensive and in opening 
the way to peace settlement. Critics of 
U.S. war policy single out the B52 as a 
symbol for American overkill. 
"The B52s, flying from bases in 
Thailand and Guam, 2,800 miles out in 
the Pacific, usually fly in formations of 
three at about 35,000 feet and lay down 
a carpet of bombs roughly a half mile 
wide and a mile and a half long. 


Eight of the planes, each costing 


about S8 million, have been lost to 
operational causes in Indochina since 
they went into combat in 1965. 


The B52 was developed in the early

The planes first went into combat in 


South Vietnam Jan. 18, 1965. But they

It was feared the slow- 
flying, unmaneuverable planes would 
have been easy targets for surface-to- 
air missiles. 


Thus, it came as a surprise to many 


when it was announced last April 16 
that the B52s were used to bomb 
Haiphong harbor. 


The Air Force credits development of 


new electronic countermeasure equip- 
ment in the past four years together 
with new evasion tactics for making 
possible the raids despite the presence 
of SAM missile defenses. 


Accompanying each B52 mission 


over the North are special ECM aircraft 
to provide additional help against the 
SAMs. There also are accompanying 
fighters to protect against the MIGs. 
The ECM planes can jam the enemy 
radar guiding the missile or can fool the 
missile into thinking the B52 is el- 
sewhere. 


There are about 50 B52s based at 


Utapao in Thailand and another 150 on 
Guam.

Discarded needles turn 
into miniwhirlybirds

SAIGON (AP) - Twelveyear-old 


Nguyen Dien will never fly a helicopter; 
but every day he lies in his hospital bed 
turning discarded needles and plastic 
tubes into miniwhirlybirds. 


Fourteen months ago, Dien was hit in 


the spine and paralyzed from the waist 
down by a ricocheting American bullet 
while tending the family's cows in a field 
outside QuangTri, about 15 miles south 
of the demilitarized zone. 


He said he began his helicopter 


building in the hospital. "I saw a few 
Vietnamese boys making cigarette 
holders from plastic tubing, and I had 
them teach me how. Then I thought of 
making helicopters, but ! didn't know 
the exact parts," he said. 


Dien experimented with the rubber 


tubing, plastic insides and metal out- 
sides of used intravenous feeding kits 
until he came up with a sleek little ship 
that sits on pontoons. 


He had been selling the minicopters 


for 15 cents each to Vietnamese nurses 
at Saigon's American-supported Barsky 
unit for Reconstructive and Plastic 
Surgery. Then Dr. Peter Magnus of San 
Francisco came along and decided he 
could sell them to Americans for about 
$1.25. 


Dien,. wide-eyed and impish, said he 


wants to send the money to his 10- 
year-old, brother. But he last saw his 


brother at a hospital in Da Nang, where 
he had been transferred as the fighting 
moved south, and doesn't know where 
he is now. 


Dr. Magnus, Barsky's pediatrician, 


said he would like to sell enough 
minichoppers to buy Dien a wheelchair 
and leave him with some money to 
survive on after the Americans leave. 
Dien already has collected 20,000 
piasters, about $50. 


The boy is recuperating at the Inter- 


national Rescue Committee's Recep- 
tion and Convalescent Center from 
three skin-graft operations on his bed- 
sores. 


Dr. Magnus says Dien will be trans- 


ferred to the National Rehabilitation 
Institute but doesn't know whether 
Dien can be fitted with leg braces. He 
said both the boy's legs have been 
dislocated. 


Quang Tri City and much of the 


surrounding area have been destroyed 
.during the seven months of intensive 
fighting this year. Thousands have fled 
the area. 


Dien said he wrote to a Vietnamese 


woman at the Da Nang Hospital trying 
to make contact with his family. 


Dien last saw his parents the day he 


was shot. 


"The only thing I want to do is look for 


my parents," said Dien, burying his head 
in his hands. "If I find my parents, I'll 
probably return to school." 


Weaver refutes idea

Extension mission in the future. He said 
no center system campus could now be 
closed without special legislation.

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More police won't solve crime problems 


If you live in a metropolitan area, you 


have a fearsome chance of 1 in 125 each 
year of becoming a victim of homicide, 
rape, assault or robbery. Projecting 
these figures over the course of a life- 
time, many of us face an almost even 
chance of being the victim of a serious 
crime, and in slum sections of most 
cities the odds are considerably shorter. 
In New York City, for instance, the 
danger of being the victim of a violent 
crime is 50 times greater in some 
neighborhoods than in others. 


What is your gut response to these 


horrible statistics? 


Almost surely, it is, "Put more police 


on the streets!" 


"That is the uniform reaction of the 


public, paralleled by government's," 
says Justice Bernard Botein in "Our 
Cities Burn While We Play Cops and 
Robbers" (Simon & Schuster $5.95). 


"But more police result in more 


arrests and more business for the court 
and the correctional processes. 


"To expect these already heavily 


overburdened agencies to handle more 
business without substantial increases 
in resources is irresponsible. 


"The added resources furnished the 


police will be largely wasted, for the 
rest of the system will not be able to 
finish properly what the police have 
started." 


Even an informed observer — much 


less the rest of us — would not reach 
this sophisticated conclusion without 
great insight and unusual experience 
within the criminal .justice system. 


Proof of t ds is the fact that in the 


vast majority of cities, the emphasis is 
indeed always on more police to en- 
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more appropriate allocation of availa- 
ble resources among the various agen- 
cies of the criminal justice system so 
that all parts function with top ef- 
ficiency. 


Botein has gained both that great 


insight and unusual experience over a 
generation of association with the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice, as 
prosecutor, defense counsel, presiding 
justice of the Appellate Division of the 


New York State Supreme Court, and 
now a senior partner of a prestigious 


* New York City law firm. 


There are two approaches to the 


crime problem, he argues in his hard 
hitting, brief (192 pages) book. The one 
is to strive for the almost perfect world 
— good education, good job, etc. — 
which would help eliminate crime, but 
we'll hardly achieve that tomorrow. 
The other is to study things as they are 
and try to use existing and attainable 
resources more efficiently. 


With the second as his pragmatic 


approach, Botein zeroes in on the fun- 
damental need: more coordination 
dfiiOi'ig the vaiiuus agencies ui our 
criminal justice system — police, 
courts, prosecutors, defense, correc- 
tions, probation and parole. A single 
planning agency, representing all parts 
of the system, is absolutely imperative, 
he demonstrates, with anecdote on top 
of anecdote. 


"These parts are so interdependent 


that the inadequacy of one can derange 
the entire system," he writes. "And 
conversely, the strengthening of one 


without regard to the effect on the 
others can be just as disruptive ... 
Instead of the several agencies com- 
peting for funds independently of one 
another, the funds should be allocated 
according to a master plan." 


Also essential is a reassessment of 


our definitions of criminality to remove 
from the criminal courts arrests for 
public drunkeness, traffic and housing 
violations. 


As for gambling, Botein considers 


that a study in futility all on its own. As 
an illustration, the fines of all but one of 
47 recent gambling convictions in New 
York City totaled $5,600; the cost of 
investigation ami prosecution ot the 
cases was $229,000. 


While we might plead for more 


arrests of criminals, the "greatest irony 
of all is that enlarging and improving a 
police force only make it more difficult 
for the rest of the system to function ... 
Unless we understand the limitations of 
the police function and its role within a 
larger system," he warns, "we will 
never make headway in solving the 
growing crime problem."

Many details await final presidential 


determination, but the intent of the 
drastic reorganization has now become 
inescapably clear: to devise lines of 
power and authority which will cen- 
tralize all decision-making in the White 
House to about the same extent that 
Henry Kissinger now controls every 
aspect of foreign policy. 


In blueprint form is a proposal to 


create four or five new Kissinger-type 
master bureaucrats working directly 
under the President. They would exer- 
cise fully as much control over their 
old-line departments as Kissinger now 
exercises over the State Department 
through the National Security Council 
(NSC). 


What this means is that Mr. Nixon 


intends to take direct control of the

bureaucracy into his own hands, 
operating through his new master 
bureaucrats. 


The categories of departments,

What is not wide open is Mr. Nixon's

Scientists suggest ways 
to reduce nitrate intake 


BY ARTHUR E. ROWSE 


WASHINGTON — Although the 


debate about the potential danger of 
nitrates in food continues, at least two 
scientists have suggested ways to avoid 
swallowing 
excessive 
quantities 


without the necessity of eschewing all 
foods containing them. 


Nitrates and nitrites occur naturally 


in many foods, and they are added 
deliberately to some items, particularly 
meats, for processing purposes. These 
are usually to impart a red color and 
inhibit the growth of deadly botulism 
germs. 


Critics contend that the chemicals 


are unnecessary for coloring purposes, 
since other chemicals can be substitut- 
ed. And they say the incidence of bot- 
ulism is too small to require such 
chemical treatment. 


They contend that there is more 


danger to health from nitrates if con- 
sumed in excessive quantities. In such 
cases, nitrates can cause a loss of 
oxygen in the blood and produce 
cancer-producing substances. 


The latest data on nitrates arrived 


last week at a symposium here on en- 
vironmental aspects of the food supply. 
O. A. Lorenz and B. L. Weir of the 
University oi" California reported on a 
study of two dozen vegetable items. 


They found extremely large quanti- 


ties of nitrates, especially in spinach, 
beets and kale. And they discovered a 
direct correlation between the amount 
of nitrate and the amount of nitrogen 
fertilizer used on the land. 


For example, more than 20,000 parts 


per million (ppm) of nitrate were found 
in spinach stems. That is equivalent to 
more than 2 per cent of the total weight 
of the spinach after water is evaporated 
from it. 


Such levels are far above the 500 ppm 


permitted in processed meats by 
government standards. But they are 
not necessarily unsafe. For there are no 
authenticated causes of adult poison- 
ing from nitrates, and there is no of- 
ficial limit for vegetables. 


In fact, Lorenz and Weir say that if 


one gram of nitrate is considered un- 
safe for an adult, a person would have 
to eat two pounds of spinach in orte 
sitting to get an unsafe amount. 
* 


For persons who want to play it safe, 


however, and limit their intake of ni- 
trates, the California researchers have 
some useful information. 


They point out that the nitrate level 


differed substantially from leaf to stem 
to root. For example, spinach leaves 
had only about one-fifth the amount as 
there was in spinach stems. 


The roots of turnips had about one 


ninth the nitrate found in stems and 
one-half the amount in turnip leaves 
when they are grown where nitrogen 
occurs in a ratio of about 500 pounds 
per acre. A similar variation was found 
for beet roots, stems and leaves. 


They also found about twice as much 


nitrate in wrapper leaves of lettuce as in 
the heads. "Thus," said the scientists, 
"man's consumption of nitrate could be 
controlled considerably by observing 
some ordinary practices, such as dis- 
carding the older or wrapper leaves of 
lettuce and cabbage." 


They added that removing the stems 


of spinach and turnips would reduce 
nitrate consumption by more than half. 


Information about the effect of ni- 


trates on human beings is scarce. Ap- 
parently, the body can tolerate fairly 
large amounts without harm. But in 
view of the widespread addition of 
these chemicals to meat products, some 
people might want to know the com- 
parative levels of nitrates in vegetables. 


Full Social Security benefits 
available to widows at age 65 


The recent changes in Social Security 


provide for a widow to receive 100 per 
cent of her deceased husband's amount 
at age 65.

a widow to receive 100 per cent of her 
husband's amount, but only if the 
widow begins receiving these benefits 
at age 65. However, if her husband was 
receiving reduced benefits because he 
retired before age 65, the widow's 
benefit could be no more than the 
amount he was receiving.

As has been our custom through 


the 
ages, 
we always 
honor 


Thanksgiving Day by explaining it 
to the French people, who, through 
no fault of their own, have no 
holiday to compare with it. 


One of our most important holidays 


is Thanksgiving Day, known in France 
as Le Jour de Merci Donnant. 


Le Jour de Merci Donnant was first 


started by a group of Pilgrims (pelerins) 
who fled from 1'Angleterre before the 
McCarran Act to found a colony in the 
New World (le nouveau monde) where 
they could shoot Indians (les Peaux- 
Rouges) and eat turkey (dinde) to their 
heart's content. They landed at a place 
called Plymouth (now a famous voiture 
Americane) in a wooden sailing ship 
called the Mayflower (Fleur de Mai) in 
1620. 


But while the pelerins were killing 


the dindes, the Peaux-Rouges were 
killing the pelerins, and there were 
several hard winters ahead for both of 
them. The only way the Peaux-Rouges 
helped the pelerins was when they 
taught them to grow corn (mais). The 
reason they did this was because they 
liked corn with their pelerins. 


In 1623, after another harsh year, the 


pelerins' crops were so good that they 


decide to have a celebration and give 
thanks because more mais was raised 
by the pelerins than pelerins were killed 
by Peaux-Rouges. 


Every year on the Jour de Merci 


Donnant, parents tell their children an 
amusing story about the first celebra- 
tion. 


It concerns a brave capitaine named 


Miles Standish (known in France as 
Kilometres Deboutish) and a young, 
shy lieutenant named Jean Alden. 


Both of them were in love with a 


flower of Plymouth called Priscilla 
Mullens (no translation). The vieux 
capitaine said to the jeune lieutenant: 


"Go to the damsel Priscilla (allez tres 


vite chez Priscilla), the loveliest maiden 
of Plymouth (la plus jolie demoiselle de 
Plymouth). Say that a blunt old cap- 
tain, a man not of words but of action 
(un vieux Fanfan la Tulipe), offers his 
hand and his heart, the hand and heart 
of a soldier. Not in these words, you 
know, but this, in short, is my meaning. 


"I am a maker of war (je suis un 


fabricant de la guerre) and not a maker 
of phrases. You, bred as a scholar (vous, 
qui etes pain comme un etudiant), can 
say it in elegant language, such as you 
read in your books of the pleadings and 
wooings of lovers, such as you think 
best adapted to win the heart of the 
maiden." 


Although Jean was fit to be tied 


(convenable a etre emballe), friendship 
prevailed over love and he went to his 
duty. But instead of using elegant lan- 
guage, he blurted out his mission. Pris- 
cilla was muted with amazement and 
sorrow 
(rendue 
muette 
par 


1'etonnement et la tristesse). 


At length she exclaimed, interrupting 


the ominous silence: "If the great cap- 
tain of Plymouth is so very eager to wed 
me, why does he not come himself and 
take the trouble to woo me?" (Ou est-il, 
le vieux Kilometres? Pourquoi ne 
vient-il pas aupres de moi pour tenter sa 
chance?) 


Jean said that Kilometres Deboutish 


was very busy and didn't have time for 
those things. He staggered on, telling 
what a wonderful husband Kilometres 
would make. Finally Priscilla arched 
her eyebrows and said in a tremulous 
voice: "Why don't you speak for your- 
self, Jean? (a chacun son gout)." 


And so, on the fourth Thursday in 


November, American families sit down 
at a large table brimming with tasty 
dishes, and for the only time during the 
year eat better than the French do. 


No one can deny that Le Jour de 


Merci Donnant is a grand fete and no 
matter how well fed American families 
are, they never forget to give thanks to 
Kilometres Deboutish, who made this 
great day possible.

Mapmakers plagued by names 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) — 


With so many peoples and govern- 
ments fighting over who owns what, a 
mapmaker has a tough time these 
days. 


Take the annual U.N. world map, for 


example, it's become so controversial 
that Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
has decided against publishing one 
this year. 


Likewise, commercial map houses 


found new names — like Bangladesh 
and Sn Lanka and Khmer Republic — 
coming too fast to get them on paper. 


It will be years before the map-read- 


ing public catches up. said John Lever- 
enz of Rand McNally & Co. in Chi- 
cago. 


"Rhodesia is a little touchy. South- 


!West Africa is confusing." said Lever- 
•ehz, who makes decisions about what 
'goes on the annual Rand McNally 
^world map. "In Latin America, there 
are dozens of border disputes. 


"We just try to reflect the de facto 


situation." 


A New York cartographer com- 


mented: 


"Borders can knock you for a loop." 
He cited the India-P'akistan dispute 


and a "battle royal in Honduras" over 
the border with Nicaragua. 


The American Geographical Society 


expects problems next year when it 
publishes a new map of South Asia. 


"Our map favors India in the border 


dispute, but even the Indians won't 
like it," said Miklos Pinther, chief car- 
tographer at the society. 


The last edition of the U.N". student 


map of the world, published in April 
1971. 
shows Vietnam, Germany and 


Korea without divisions — wishful 
thinking? 


Bahy Hefny, an Egyptian respon- 


sible for contents of U.N. maps, says "1 
work for no nation; I work for all na- 
tions. I take no sides, just project the 
U.N. policy." 


His maps strive for absolute neutral- 


ity. Israel's border is indicated on U.N. 
maps by dots along the armistice line 
of 1949. Land claimed by India and Pa- 
kistan in Jammu and Kashmir is di- 
vided by dots showing a cease-fire line 
drawn the same year. Both areas are 
still scenes of warfare. 


The pace of change seems to be in- 


creasing. Before long, people who 
learned geography 10 years ago will be 
hopelessly out of date. 


The name "Bangladesh" 
became 


generally accepted earlier this year af- 
ter that state won independence in a 
war with Pakistan. 


U.S. recognition came in April and

Physicians concerned 
about stroke detection

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Heart 


specialists say that the high toll of death 
and disability from strokes in the United 
States might be reduced significantly 
with better treatment of high blood 
pressure. 


A half-million Americans suffer 


strokes each year, and 200,000 of them 
die 


As many as 100,000 cases might be 


prevented with better detection and 
treatment of high blood pressure, said 
specialists attending scientific sessions 
of the American Heart Association. 


The problems of hypertension — high 


blood pressure — emerged as a major 
concern among physicians. 


Stroke is the third leading cause of 


death in the United States and among 
the top three in 39 other countries. 


Hypertension, one of the causes of 


stroke, afflicts an estimated 22 million 
Americans. Only about half of these 
cases have been diagnosed This is what 
concerns physicians. 


Once diagnosed, the problem can be 


brought under control, although not 
cured, with several drugs. Persistent 
high blood pressure can lead not only to 
stroke but to heart disease and kidney 
failure. 


Some 1.7 million Americans are living 


with the disabilities that follow stroke — 
some totally disabled, unable to walk or 
speak or move in bed. 


While stroke costs the United States 


$4 6 billion a year, the figures "cannot 
possibly reveal the extent of personal 
hardship and suffering for victims of 
stroke 
and 
memDers 
of 
their 


families," said Dr. Nemat O. Borhani of 
the University of California, Davis. 


"1 don't see any light at the end of the 
The incidence of stroke rises 


.ncreasmgly with age and is often a<5^. 


sociated with the elderly, but par- 
ticipants in the meeting noted that it 
also affects the young. 


Dr. Fletcher McDowell of Cornell 


University Medical College, Ne\\ York, 
noted that stroke patients rarely 
improve very much after they are 
afflicted, although they sometimes can 
learn to manage themselves. 


The brain, unlike some other organs, 


cannot regenerate damaged cells. 


Dr Jack Whisnant of Mayo Clinic, 


Rochester, Minn., said not more than 10 
to 15 per cent of persons with high blood 
pressure are being treated to have their 
blood pressure lowered.

Honduras 
faltering in 
political test

E. Cruz, won the presidency and for a 
few months it appeared the coalition 
government might work smoothly and 
end the kind of political squabbles 
which in 1963 led Gen. Oswaldo Lopez 
Arellano to organize a a successful 
military coup. 


After the election, the two parties 


signed another agreement known here 
as the "Pactito" or little pact, further 
spelling out the division of spoils and 
defining the obligations of each party. 


The Liberals now claim the ruling 


party has not lived up to the agreement 
and has hamstrung Liberal party 
cabinet ministers by cutting their bud- 
gets and by refusing to allow the 
ministers to appoint party followers to 
secondary government positions. 


At summer's end, with Liberal 


complaints growing, Cruz said his party 
was not obligated to abide by the pactito 
because the document isn't legally 
binding. The major pact, however, is 
binding with force of law, he said. 


The liberals called on Ricardo Zuniga, 


the Nationalist party leader, to make a 
formal declaration of support of the 
pactito and the Nationalists met in a 
special convention Oct. 25 to discuss 
this. The meeting adjourned with no 
public statement, touching off rumors 
that the Liberals might pull out of the 
"government of national unity." Most 
here feel the Liberals will stay in 
Congress but pull out of the cabinet. If 
that happened, Lopez Arellano, who as 
commander of armed forces is sworn to 
uphold the pact, might step in again to 
take over the government before the 
six-year term of Cruz ends.

"seems very repressive " 


And County Judge R Thomas Cane 


of the Juvenile Court said he was less 
than impressed with some aspects of 
the detention quarters 


Sheriff Calvm Spice defended the 


quarters, explaining that rigid state 
standards largely dictated the basic 
construction 
Besides, 
Spice 
main- 


tained, if the county wants something 


other than a secure facility for 
juveniles, it should provide for one that 
is outside the jail 


Cane agrees and is trying to do just 


that 


On Dec 7, Cane and a carload of 


state, county, court, school and police 
representatives who work with young 
offenders will travel to De Pere to vis 
it the Brown County Youth Home, a 
non-secure shelter care facility that 
opened last June The home, which is 
quartered in rented space in St Norbert 
Abbey, will accommodate 24 boys and 
girls whose offenses have not been 
serious enough to warrant detention in 
the county jail 


Some policemen and social workers

Chicano Unidos, said the group will ask 
the food service that supplies meals to 
dormitory residents and in Reeve 
Memorial Union to stop using the non 
union iceberg lettuce. They will also 
request that the student union beer bar 
end its sales of Pabst beer. 


Falcon said about 2,000 persons, 


most of them in the Appleton area, 
have already signed pledges supporting 
the lettuce boycott. Beginning Monday, 
a concentrated effort will be made to 
gain similar support among UWO 
students and in the Oshkosh com- 
munity. 


The lettuce boycott grev.- out of a 


strike that began in August of 1970 
when lettuce growers in California's 
Salinas Valley signed contracts with 
the Teamsters Union. The United Farm 
Workers (UFW) had requested secret 
ballot union representation elections, 
expecting that the workers would want 
to join their union. 


The UFW claimed that the Teamsters 


contracts favored the growers, and the 
farm workers were never consulted. 
From 5,000 to 7,000 workers a large 
number of them Chicanos, began its 
strike in protest, and the boycott 
followed. 


The boycott of Pabst beer stems from 


a charge of discriminatory hiring prac- 
tices by the Pabst Brewery in Mil- 
waukee. Organizers of the boycott 
have demanded that five per cent of the 
total work force be members of 
minority groups. There are presently 
35-40 full time Chicano workers at the

created by the inability of lockup (as 
opposed to Huber Law) prisoners to 
have access to windows. They also 
dislike the windows which, for the most 
part, are small and do not have see 
through glass. 


Cane said his objections to the 


juvenile detention quarters might 
influence his decisions relative to or- 
dering confinement for youths after the 
new complex opens. Authorities have 
considerable discretion over whether 
to place a juvenile in detention, but it is 
Cane who decides, after a hearing, if 
detention will be continued. 


There were seven juveniles in deten- 


tion Wednesday morning, Cane said, 
four of them being runaways. 


Juveniles who have committed 


serious crimes often should be kept in 
secure detention, Cane said. But not, as 
a rule, juveniles who have run away 
from 
home or must 
be placed 


somewhere for their own protection. 


"Many times a juvenile is put in 


detention because there is nowhere else 
to place him," Cane said. 


Cane views the new detention 


quarters as "a solitary area" where a 
juvenile has "no one to talk to" much of 
the time. "It's the last place you want to 
put someone who's a runaway. He 
needs someone to talk to," Cane 
explained.

pedestrians or other public activities. 


liberties. There are only four juvenile 
girl cells, which are of the same general 
layout as the boys' cells. If necessary, 
girls can be placed in adjoining 
women's cells. 


Spice said the juveniles will be 


segregated by age and offense, which 
was nearly impossible under the old 
setup where juveniles were kept in 
large detention rooms. 


Spice also said he is trying to have an 


empty, 90 by 35 foot, third floor room, 
which has been set aside for expansion 
purposes, partially finished for use as a 
recreation-exercise 
facility 
for 


juveniles as well as other prisoners. 


But Spice was emphatic in holding 


that a jail is primarily a security insti- 
tution — there is a complex network of 
sound and sight monitoring equipment 
in other than the individual cells — and 
if something other than secure deten- 
tion is desired for juveniles, it will have 
to be away from the jail.

What is mistletoe' It's legend, 


poetry, reality, the holy and the unholy, 
the peace mediator, the "Golden 
Bough" of Virgil, the ritual plant of the 
Celtic Druids — but mostly now the 
pearl berried Christmas 
greenery 


known as a universal license for kissing 
during the holiday season 


The recorded history of mistletoe 


goes back 25 centuries It appears in the 
background of nearly every religion 
and civilization, from the days of the 
Egyptian pharaohs, when sprigs of the 
green were placed in the tombs to as 
sure everlasting life in the hereafter 


Probably the best known legends 


associated with mistletoe hav e to do 
with the Celtic Druids ritualistic 
culling of the mvsterious parasitic 
plant, as reported by Pliny in his "Na 
tural History 'The Druids made quite a 
nte of cutting down the sacred plant, 
with the Archdruid catching it in his 
flowing white robes, so that it should 
not have its mvstical properties spoiled 
by touching the ground 


It is probable that the custom of 


kissing under the mistletoe originated 
with the Druids, for during their winter 
solstice festivals, sprigs of the green 
were hung over the doorways of all 
homes, with the idea that onl\ good 
could enter under it 


An old Norse legend tells of how 


Balder, the sun god, was slain by an 
arrow made from mistletoe The god of 
devil, Loki, who had been out to get 
Balder, discovered that Freya (or Fng- 
ga), queen of the gods and loving 
mother of Balder, had overlooked the 
insignificant mistletoe when extracting 
pledges from all of the elements, all 
animals and plants, that they would do 
nothing to harm the golden god 


With this knowledge, Loki took up 


whittling, carved an arrow from the 
mistletoe plant, and — zing — one dead 
sun god Whereupon the gods got 
together and figured out a way of 
bringing Balder back to life In converse 
commemoration of the occasion, Freya 
proclaimed that mistletoe should al- 
ways be a symbol of life and happiness 


In Taoist, Confucian, Hindu and 


Moslem religions, mistletoe has played 
its role. And in Judaism, the Star of 
David has been shown in a field of 
wheat sheaves, grape clusters and 
mistletoe sprigs 


But nowhere 
has this winter 


greenery played a greater role than 
among Christians Medieval monks 
brewed a tea from its bark, which was 
supposed to cast out devils Renais- 
sance churches were decorated with 
mistletoe at both Christmas and Easter 


However, Martin Luther and Oliver 


Cromwell, each in his turn outlawed 
the dainty plant as conducive to pagan 
practices It is not known whether they 
ever realized that trying to turn off 
mistletoe is like trving to turn off 
people, but it is obvious that their con- 
demnation met with no lasting success 


Aside from the myriad myths and 


historical background, just what is 
mistletoe7 A plant of a thousand v ane- 
ties because, as a parasite, it takes on 
the individual qualities of whatever 
tree it chooses to call home If it grows 
on a coniferous tree, for instance, its 
berries may be pink and its leaves like 
pine needles 


The mistletoe which grows in abun- 


dance from North Carolina on down 
the eastern coast of the United States is 
commercially unsaleable, for it has a 
rough, gnarled, masculine quality, as 
opposed to the Central Texas variety, 
which is a delicate, feminine, bright 
green plant with pearl-like berries 
There is some mistletoe on the West 
Coast, but not in sufficient quantities to 
warrant 
any large scale commer 


ciahzation 


In spite of its fragile look, Texas 


mistletoe takes on —from the mesquite 
and Spanish oak trees on which it 
grows — a hardiness which accouhts 
for its holding up through packaging, 
shipping 
and 
merchandising 


throughout the country These days 
fresh mistletoe is mostly shipped by air, 
and Love Field at Dallas is piled high 
with cartons of both packaged and bulk 
mistletoe in the brief (2'z weeks) ship- 
ping season

It's that tireless toddler whom toys 


tantalize —and occasionally endanger. 


When the creeper-crawler turns to 


toddling and explores actively on his

Indeed, toys for big sister must be 
chosen keeping younger brothers and 
sisters in mind. 


Make sure that you choose the right 


toy for the right child at the right age 
and be prepared to provide supervision 
where necessary.

for children under three years of age." 
Check instructions and make sure 
they're understood. Avoid toys with 
excessive noise. And, in choosing a toy 
for small children, make sure it can't be 
swallowed; doesn't have sharp or 
jagged edges or detachable parts that 
can be lodged in the throat, ears or 
nose; isn't made of glass or breakable 
plastic, and isn't poisonous or toxic.

Luminarias brighten the way 


Christmas in New Mexico is a unique 


blend of "Season's Greetings" and 
"Feliz Navidad." 


In New Mexico, as in other areas of 


the United States, the holiday season 
combines divergent cultural customs 
and traditions into a kaleidoscope of 
lights, pageantry, good times and 
solemn moments. 


As in other sections of the United 


States, New Mexicans take great 
pleasure in decorating their homes with 
lights — but that's where the similarity 
ends. 


Here, the Christ Child's birth is 


heralded by thousands of glowing 
luminarias, softly glowing lights which 
guide the "Santo Nino" or Holy Child to 
the homes of the devout. 


This custom was originally started by 


the early Spanish settlers who used tiny 
bonfires. The bonfires have been 
replaced by votive candles inserted in 
sand-weighted brown paper lunch 
sacks. The sand holds the luminarias 
steady and snuffs out the short, squat 
candles when they burn down. The tops 
of the sacks are folded down to make a 
cuff which prevents the sacks from 
closing. 


Luminarias are used to line rooftops, 


walls, walkways and driveways. They 
are usually set in place a day or two 
before Christmas Eve. 


The Hebenstreit mansion in Al- 


buquerque is annually decorated with 
more than 6,000 luminarias. The 
candle-lit house is the highlight of a bus 
tour of luminaria-decorated residential 
areas of the city. 


New Mexico's early Spanish settlers 


left a legacy which exerts a strong 
influence on modern-day New Mexico's 
yuletide festivities. 


Throughout the state, communities 


stage classic folk-plays such as "Las 
Posadas," which dramatizes the Holy 
family's search for lodgings that first 
Christmas. The search ends when a 
warm-hearted family finally grants 
Mary and Joseph shelter for the night 
and a party involving cast and specta- 
tors 6uSUcS. 


Another traditional drama presented 


at Christmas is "Los Pastores," ("The 
Shepherds") which depicts the classic 
conflict between good and evil. 


Coupled with the Spanish and 


American Christmas customs are the 
winter fiestas held in many of the In- 
dian pueblos. The dances at Christmas 
are winter or animal dances with deep 
religious significance to the Indians. 
They have been danced to the Indian 
gods or to specific plants and animals 
long before the birth of Christ. 


Today these rituals are first per- 


formed to honor the Christ Child. Then 
the Indians dance to their original dei- 
ties. The rituals — half Christian, half 
pagan — continue throughout Christ- 
mas day. 


This heady blend of paganism, 


pageantry and pinatas is the product of

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It wasn't always merry in colonies 


BOSTON — Christmas got off to a 


rocky start after the first settlers from 
England landed on the New England 
shore. 


Celebration of the anniversary of the 


birth of Christ in any way, shape or 
form was a punishable offense for the 
first few hundred years after the staid, 
puritanical Pilgrims stepped ashore at 
Plymouth. 


And it wasn't until 1856 that the 


Massachusetts legisiature got around 
to declaring the day a legal holiday. 


For any of the first settlers to greet 


another on the street with a cheerful 
"Merry Christmas" could very well, 
and often did. result in the arrest of the 
guilty person. 


In May, 1659. the 
stiff-shirted 


General Court decreed that "such fes- 
tivals as were superstitiously kept in 
other countries were of great dishonor 
of God and offense to others. 


"Therefore," ruled the court, "it is 


ordered that whosoever shall be found 
observing any such day as Christmas or 
the like, either by forebearing of labor, 
feasting, or in any other way, shall pay 
for such offense five shillings as a fine 
to the country..." 


The ban on the celebration reflected 


the varying views of the people in 
England, greatly divided for centuries 
on the right and wrong of the matter. 


When the Puritans gained the upper 


hand in England they stilled what they 
described as an annual orgy. In 1644, 14 
years after Boston was founded, the 
British Parliament finally published an 
ordinance calling for the better obser- 
vance nf Christmas. 


Some shop-keepers continued to do 


business on the day, thus incurring the 
wrath of those who were opposed to 
Christmas and there were riots as mobs 
sought to suppress celebrations of any 
kind and the pros and cons continued 
for generations. 


There was a clash over the holiday on 


the first Christmas day in the history of 
New England. Gov. William Bradford 
urged the Pilgrims to remain at work. 
Some did and others objected so the 
governor finally decided it would be all 
right if the celebrations were held in- 
doors and not on the streets. 


The Massachusetts penalty remained 


in effect until 1681. Sixteen years after a 
commission recommended in 1665 that 
the colonial Christmas penalty, in 
conflict with the law of England, should 
be repealed. 


From that time on Christmas began 


to assert itself more and more. 


The real revjvgl of Christmas Coin- 


cided with the great number of im- 
migrants who began to pour into the 
American colonies. The immigrants 
who began to pour into the American 
colonies. The immigrants brought their 
own customs with them and kept 
Christmas here as they did in Germany, 


France, Italy, Sweden and dozens of 
other foreign nations from which they 
fled. 


Slowly, but relentlessly, the influence 


of the new Americans brought about a 
decline of political and religious bitter- 
ness. 


In 1863 Alabama became the first 


state to make Christmas a legal 
holiday, about 20 years before Mas- 
sachusetts decided the day should be 
legalized. 


From then on the people of the Eas- 


tern Seaboard made up for lost time, 
especially in Boston. 


The 19th Century was 30 years old 


when what is beMevprf to h8V(? be^n thp 
nation's first Christmas tree glowed in a 
Boston window. It was in the home of 
Charles Follen, a political refugee from 
Germany, who was teaching at Har- 
vard University at the time. 


Pollen's neighbors took up the cus- 


tom and it spread across the city and 


later across the natio'n^ 


Sixty years later Arthur Shurtleff for 


the first time placed a candle in the 
window of his Beacon Hill home and 
soon the windows across the country 
became lighted at Christmas. 


Louis Prang, another German poli- 


tical refugee, printed Boston's first 
Christmas cards in 1874, thus launching 
a vast industry of the present day. 


Philip Brooks, who became Episcopal 


bishop of Massachusetts, composed the 
poem "O Little Town of Bethlehem" 
after visiting the Holy Lane. 


Another clergyman, Edward H. Sears 


of Boston wrote the lyrics for "It Came

of an eye by a creature that was a mere 
blur of red and white. 


My brother knew because he ahvays 


tried to capture Santa Claus. He always 
witnessed the dazzling performance of 
Santa from the floor in a corner of the 
room to which he was hurled by the 
benign but irrestable force .of the old 
elf, who resisted capture. 


The story of the Herculean effort to 


capture Santa was almost enough to 
make me lose interest in what was 
under the tree. It was a great story in 
which there was no hero and no villain. 


There were adversaries, and I admired 
both of them — my brother and Santa 
Claus. 


I have always wished Santa had been 


captured. I wish I could have seen the 
real, rapid Claus. I knew the one who 
came around sometimes was an uncle 
who was fat enough to look the part, in 
proper wardrobe.

land people in hospital straight from 
their homes are tripping, slipping, 
over-reaching, over balancing, or using 
nckety steps on icy surfaces outside the 
house.

was inappropriate to the age of the

and historical data with Biblical 
reference project a probable date 
before 4 BC Thus the present year 


would have to be 1976 of the Christian 
era, not 1972 


The reign and death of Herod support 


those findings An eclipse of the moon 
m that year, in coincidence with a 
Jewish religious festival, enabled his- 
torians to set the death of Christ close 
to that time And, according to the New 
Testament, when Herod died, Joseph 
and Mary and the young Jesus were 
lining in Egypt 


Other deductions from discoveries by 


archaeologists disclose the Birth oc 
curring as early as 7 BC 


Most researchers concur, however, 


that the real date and year of Christmas 
are lost mysteriously in the past No 
matter the varied conclusions, the 
exact day, month and year are and w ill 
remain disputed 


There are few clues in the Bible, 


historical references differ, changes in 
calendars were too frequent From 
among several possible dates — 
January 6, March 21 and 29, April 9, 


May 20, September 29, November 17, 
December 25 — Western Christians 
settled on the last listed, although cen 
tunes after the Nativity, and it has 
enjoyed enduring popularity 


The decision of December 25, as "The 


Day," by Pope Junius I was not enun- 
ciated until 354 AD And it remains 
uncertain as to why that day was 
chosen The month was the period of 
numerous winter festivals in civilized 
countries St Chrysostom and other 
early writers had recorded that date 
Christian leaders believed that, by 
celebrating Christmas close to the 
winter solstice and the Roman holiday, 
Saturnalia,' any influence by pagan 
rituals would be diminished 


With some of the Eastern Orthodox 


churches, Holy Night is January 6, 
Christmas Day, January 7

on January 6, January 7, or some other

Dickens lives on in modern London 


LONDON — Snowflakes swirled 


down through a thin sunlight on 
Christmas Eve outside No. 48 Doughty 
Street, the narrow brick house where 
Charles Dickens lived and worked 131 
Christmases ago. 


Over a desk in his second-floor study 


a sprig of this season's holly already 
had curled and its berries wizened from 
the warmth within the house. Here is 
where Dickens finished "Pickwick," 
wrote all of "Oliver Twist," and began 
Special gifts 
for Christmas 


Among the treasures and pleasures 


of Christmas, gifts loom large — as all 
who .greet the Yuletide as a season of 
laughter and a time to be glad of heart 
well know. 


Tangible gifts, large and small, have 


their place in the holiday sgheme of 
things. They're the outgoing expression 
of the generous Christmas spirit. 


It's the intangible gifts, though, that 


seem to shine most radiantly, Christ- 
mas after Christmas. 


The delighted smiles of children and 


the wonder in their eyes, the privilege 
of aiding the less fortunate, the oppor- 
tunity to cherish and strengthen 
friendships and family ties, the renewed 
spirituality, the solid foundations of 
health, happiness and love, faith and 
hope —these are the intangible gifts. 


Blessed indeed is the Christmas that 


brings an abundance of such gifts! 


"Nicholas Nickleby." 


"Closing time, I'm afraid," called the 


woman who tends the house now 
through a trusteeship of the Dickens 
Fellowship. 


So we departed, the last visitors to 


leave the Dickens House on Christmas 
Eve. 


The house is not open on Christmas 


Day, but then it need not be, for 
Dickens is everywhere in London at 
this season for those of us who grew up 
hating Ebenezer Scrooge instead of 
each other, but learning young from "A 
Christmas Carol" that even the worst 
of men may be cleansed by kindness 


the BBC, in England as in much of the 
rest of the world, as the ever tenser, 
ever more beleaguered disciples of 
faith, hope and charity seek some an- 
nual reassurance that God will, indeed, 
bless us every one. 


In Chelsea and Kensington, in the 


villages of Sussex and Essex, roving 
bands of carolers go from house to 
house in a manner not much different 
from that of Dickens' time. 


On Christmas Eve we walked the 


narrow streets of the old City of Lon- 
don through Cheapside, where Scrooge 
and Marley oppressed the poor. We 
wandered inside Bow Church, of which 


Dickens' "Carol" is repeated in 


countless theaters and schools and over

Here's how not to wrap presents 


The saddest part of Christmas is 


.when you open that big box from your 
wealthy Uncle Albert and 
find a 


cracked blue vase in ft. 


Uncle Alberts (or Harolds or Bobs) 


are always smart, they had to be to 
amass that fortune that you always 
hope will result in a really beautiful 
present some time. But they can never 
seem to package their Christmas gifts 
so that they arrive looking the way 
they did in the store. 


There is a way to get revenge. 


however. For all those who wish to 
imitate their Uncle Albert and send him 
a cracked vase in a broken-down card- 
board box, we have compiled a list of 
ways not to package Christmas gifts: 


— Always pack fragile items in card- 


board boxes 10 times too big for them 
and don't put anything in to keep them 
from rattling around. 


You can get things, like styrofoam 


plastic chips, at any gift shop and they 
will insulate fragile blue vases. Or you 
can go the old-fashioned route and pop 
a lot of popcorn, which makes an ex- 


- cellent buffer. Or even use crumpled-up 


newspapers. 


If you do, however. Uncle Albert will 


get his blue vase in good condition, 
which will destroy the whole point of 
what you're trying to do. 


— Always put Uncle Albert's name 


and address on a stick-on label, but 
make sure that the label is at least a 


year old so that the glue is no good. This 
will make it almost certain that the 
label will fall off during shipment, and 
Uncle Albert will never get his present. 


Post office employes always tell you 


to put Uncle Albert's address directly 
on the wrapper, and tie a strong cord 
around the box to hold the wrapper on. 
They also tell you to put Uncle Albert's 
address on a piece of paper inside the 
box. This is a bad idea, since Uncle 
Albert will get his present that way. 


Every big city has warehouses full of 


Christmas gifts,' left there because the 
sticker or wrapper fell off. If you follow 
this rule Uncle Albert's present will 
soon be among them. 


— Wait until two days before Christ- 


mas before shipping off your present to 
Uncle Albeit. This will insure that he 
will not receive his present until after 
Christmas, if at all. 


If Uncle Albert lives in New York and 


you live in Los Angeles, it %vill take 
three weeks for Uncle Albert to get his 
present, so he will receive it just about 
the time he's breaking his last New 
Year's resolution. 


If Uncle Albert lives in Los Angeles 


and you live in San Diego, he will 
receive his present a day on two after 
Christmas. This is good, since it will 
confuse Uncle Albert and make him 
wonder whether the racked blue vase 
he's receiving is a Christmas gift or a 
free sample from a pottery company. 
This is especially good if the wrapper 


you failed to tie on is so completely 
disintegrated that he can't make out 
the return address. 


It gets trickier if you're mailing a 


package overseas. If Uncle Albert is in 
the service, say a general, then you can 
send a package at the special ser- 
viceman's rate. The package can't be 
over 30 pounds and not more than 60 
inches large. It will cost you the parcel 
post rate to a port city and then $1 for 
air shipment. 


Or you can send a five-pound 


package on a space available basis, and 
pay just the parcel post rate to a port 
city. 


In any case, don't send your package 


until two days before Christmas. It'll 
take a month to get there. 


— Send your package First Class, 


COD. 


This will cost Uncle Albert a lot more 


than the cracked blue vase is worth. 
Parcel post from Los Angeles to New 
York, for example, costs $1.90 for a 
five-pound package. First class costs 
.$4.08. 


If Uncle Albert complains, tell him 


you waited till the last two days before 
Christmas before mailing his cracked 
blue vase and wanted to make sure he 
got it. 


If you follow any or all of these rules 


you will have had your revenge on 
Uncle Albert. You didn't want to get 
into his will anvwav, did you? 


A thing of beauty

Dickens strode these same streets, 


often walking in the deep of night as he 
pondered his plots, sometimes stopping 
to listen and stare, to master the 
dialogue and characters that made him 
such an uncommon champion of the 
underprivileged. 


Dickens and his company of amateur 


actors played "The Merry V/ives of 
Windsor" before the Queen ,,at the 
Haymarket Theater, where this Christ- 
mas we watched other actors onstage 
in a Terence Rattigan drama about 
Lord Nelson. Not so much had 
changed, really. 


Despite killing tax rates and infla- 


tion, opulence manages to reign in 
London's West End. Sotheby's and 
Christie's announced record years as 
they totted up the millions of pounds 
taken in at auctions. Just off Bond 
Street, an Oriental antique gallery ob- 


served Christmas by garbing an ancient 
Buddha in a Santa Claus suit and put- 
ting another on skis at the lead of a 
sleighload of Chinese snuff bottles. 


As on every weekend. Londoners 


strove mightily to get to the country. 
The day after Christmas is Boxing Day, 
when those who remain in London 
hardly venture into the street as a 
matter of custom. In the country, 
traditional Boxing Day hunts are under 
siege by members of the League against 
Cruel Sports, who propose to spray 
hounds with an aerosol lemon spray so 
that they will be temporarily blinded 
and unable to follow the fox. 


The less privileged may travel 


farther. "Spend Christmas skiing with 
mixed party in remote Scottish 
highlands," reads a kiosk poster aimed 
at low-budget sportsmen. 


The tradition of centuries, from al- 


most 1,000 years before Dickens and on 
until now, makes London a civilized 
and comforting sanctuary.

Loser finds fault with state primary 


MADISON —Many persons involved in state 


government of observing it closely have ad- 
mired Raymond Heinzen of Marshfield, a state 
legislator of considerable experience in both 
houses, an earnest and thoughtful man, and a 
casualty of the primary election nomination 
process in September. 


Able, diligent, independent and experienced, 


his elimination from the state government will 
be regreted by many. But there will be those 
who will be less impressed with his angrily 
impulsive statements since his defeat in the 
r-*»~'r-n o,-r»,^r)»-')^iT'll.. -1!*^.-,>,JJ;_l.,:,/ 
' 
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new legislative apportionment law. In a first 
response to his defeat, he declared himself an 
independent candidate for the fall ballot. Upon 
reflection and no doubt an examination of the 
state's election history, he recalled that an- 
nouncement and prepared for his retirement. 


Now he has returned to debate with a flat 


renunciation of the open primary nomination 
process, asserting that it works too often for the 
frustration of the real intent of the average 
voter. His target is the rule that the elector in a 
nominating election may use only one party 
ballot, thus discouraging the 
increasing 


number of "independents," as he puts it, and 
giving dangerous power to "party hacks." 


Heinzen anticipates the reply that such a law 


would destroy the party system that has ruled 
this country and those from which it inherited 
its institutions, notably England, by relating 
that the state of Washington has it. 


Few Wisconsin persons would pose as ex- 


perts on the electoral mechanics of that distant 
constituency. But virtually every moderately 
sophisticated voter, and surely politicians of all 
parties present and past, are aware that the 
Wisconsin open primary is one of the more 
liberal systems for the expression of voters' 
wishes. 


In the major states the "closed primary" 


remains, and in some parts of the countrv there 
continues the convention and caucus rule of 
selecting important candidates. Under the 
closed primary the voter must publicly register 
the party of his preference, and to change his 
voting habit, he must publicly change his 
registration. 


The distinction is often misunderstood. 


There are typical references in Wisconsin, 
among less instructed partisans, about being a 
"registered Republican," or a "registered 
Democrat." In fact, there is no such thing. 


The "open primary" extends the freedom to a 


voter to change his mind about his party 


preference in the nomination process whenever 
he chooses, without a public record or any 
overt action except to choose in private a ballot 
when he votes to "nominate." 


Mr. Heinzen's plan is now new. But in spite of 


revivals at intervals, it has never been seriously 
considered. It is likely that his new conviction 
about faults in the system will be judged on the 
record that when he was prospering he made no 
proposals for junking it. 


Politicians for more than half a century have 


oondered such matters. They have concluded 
that the Wisconsin system is the best method 
for reflecting the will of the people if the 
concept of party responsibility is valid. 


It may be that a case can be made against the 


idea of parties and nominations by the 
adherents of a party. Surely there is little 
validity today, whatever 
circumstances 


prevailed in another century, for partisan 
division on the nomination of a sheriff or a 
county registrar. But bipartisan or nonpartisan 
primaries for state legislators? 


It recalls the story of the editor of a church 


publication who was asked by a visitor if he 
could smoke a cigar while chatting with him. 
The editor supposed he could, then added that 
nobodv had ever done so.

Again the expansive woodlands of Wisconsin are recording 


the heavy imprint of hundreds of thousands of booted feet and 
the cool stillness of more than 50 counties echoes to the blasts of 
thousands of rifles as perhaps a quarter of the eligible population 
of the state pursues the beautiful whitetail deer. 


The deer is said to be the overwhelmingly favorite game 


animal species in North America, and the claim is nowhere more 
strikingly supported than in this state where in many 
households it is perhaps the only recreational outlet that can 
divert men from football on the tube. 


For those who take it seriously, it is both recreation and ritual 


It is one of the worst kept secrets in many households that 
pursuit of the white-tail each November by hunting members is 
more nominal than real. Yet the fraternal satisfactions of the 
hunting camp, the camaraderie of the remote tavern on the 
otherwise lonely forest highway, the tale-spinning and the 
manly pursuit of a passable pair to support two timorous jacks 
the virile pot of stew and the respite from the concerns of office 
and factory, household bills and internal revenue notices are" 
often as rewarding and restorative as the joy of the big rack 
trophies of the more hardy and skilled. 


The human species is romantic. Who is to scoff if the clerk or 


the lawyer, the clergyman or the obstetrician, or the boy 
clutching his first license, has a private vision of the hardy men 
of the early frontier in leather pants and jerkin who lived off the 
land and dared the aborigines to deny him? There is a degree of 
atavism, as anthropology calls it, a reversion to ancestral type, in 
all of us at some time in our lives. It requires no degree in history 
to feel and respond to the tug of the memory of man's devplop- 
ment over the ages. We may surmise that the farmer who has 
developed a herd of superior meat or dairy animals also oc- 
casionally feels a connection over the numberless centuries with 
the pastoral peoples of the ancient Fertile Crescent. 


The extraordinary fact about the Wisconsin deer harvest and 


its reliability, and about this enormous recreational boon is that 
it continues in one of the most industrialized states'of the 
country, amid a population of 4,500,000, with a return in venison 
that would have made the original white settlers incredulous 
had it been forecast in their time. Deer management is not easy 
Biologists and foresters quarrel about it. Gunners and biologists 
dispute about it. Yet the satisfying reality is that Wisconsin has 
a big deer herd and that it has been regulated with astonishing 
effect.

Education on toy safety 


The recent announcement by the Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration that it is about to begin an intensive consumer informa- 
tion program on toy safety is welcome news indeed. Every adult 
who has felt distress when a child is injured while playing'with a 
toy will applaud the FDA action. 


Most consumers identify the FDA with the regulation of food, 


drug and cosmetic manufacturing practices and toys may seem 
well beyond the agency's purview. However, almost three years 
ago the Congress gave the FDA responsibility for toy safety- 
following passage of the Child Protection and Safety Act of 1969. 


The FDA can ban and seize hazardous toys and'thus far has 


used its power to remove more than 800 toys from the 
marketplace. To supplement those efforts, the FDA has decided 
to embark on a public education program to help the consumer 
select toys best suited for an individual child. Implicit in the 
message is the strong reminder that proper supervision is 
essential when children play with toys. 


The theme of the campaign is: "Toy Safety Isn't Child's Play." 


The FDA's team of consumer specialists will be working with 
clubs, organizations and women's groups to bring education to 
consumers on their own home ground. 


As one of the largest consumer protection agencies in the 


Federal government, the FDA has built a good reputation for its 
work in assuring that food, drugs, and cosmetics are wholesome 
safe and effective. The FDA deserves full support as it begins a 
much-needed effort to reduce the 700,000 child injuries resulting 
each vear from tovs. 


I have always been amused by people 


who believe in "action" at the expense 
of thought. What has amused me is that 
the great ideal of most such people is 
Napoleon. They know his exploits, but 
they have never read his words. 


This man of action wrote: "I meditate 


a great deal. If I seem always equal to 
the occasion, ready to face what comes, 
it is because I have thought the matter 
over a long time before undertaking 
it.. .It is no genius which suddenly 
reveals to me what I ought to do in any 
unlooked-for circumstances, but my 
own reflection, my own meditation." 


What the people who call for "ac- 


tion" don't seem to realize is that 
thought and action are not opposites, 
but complements. Thought without 
action, of course, is a barren exercise; 
but action without thought — or 
without sufficient thought — can be a 
hundred times more dangerous and 
defeating. 


We live in a profoundly anti-intellec- 


tual age, which has a great impatience 
with words and reflection and medi- 
tation. These are looked upon as 
impediments to action —when, in fact, 
every act is a product of some thought, 
for even deciding not to think about 
something is a thought in itself, 
although a poor one. 


The cult of action for its own sake is 


exemplified at its grossest by the people 
who said for many years, "Well, we just 
ought to bomb the hell out of North 


Vietnam and get the whole thing over 
with." This is about as far as the mind of 
a philosopher like Barry Goldwater can 
carry him. 


But such plans of action are based on 


hopes and wishes, not on true concepts. 
They spring from an unwillingness (or 
inability) to think things out; indeed, 
thinking is a frustrating process for 
such minds, and they seek to break the 
tension by plunging into ill-conceived 
action. 


It is far easier, and in a way more 


natural, to act than to think —"to slap 
the offending child rather than to dis- 
cover what makes him so intransigent, 
to walk out of the house during a mari- 
tal argument rather than to analyze the 
root causes of the dispute; and, of 
course, to declare war rather than to sit 
at the conference table and use 
reasonable persuasion. 


Getting back to Napoleon, it was 


precisely the one time his irrationality 
conquered his .thoughtfulness tha't 
brought his downfall — the impetuous 
and arrogant and ill-planned invasion of 
Russia. In this campaign he didn't 
think, he just felt. And he was ig- 
nominiously beaten, not so much by 
the Russian winter as by his own failure 
to anticipate. 


Indeed, it was Napoleon himself who 


said, "In the long run. the sword will 
always be conquered by the spirit" — a 
maxim the men of action are too busy 
to pay the slightest attention to.

A new breed of cattle has been introduced into this countrv 


But while "their arrival has caused quite a sensation in the 
livestock industry in these parts," according to their new owner 
who lives near San Antonio, it's probably nothing compared to 
the confusion the beasts feel. 


The calves, pure-bred Simental, a dominant breed of cattle 


which originated in the 14th Century in Switzerland and 
Bavaria, are known in Europe for the fact that they are easy 
keepers — that is they don't require an inordinant amount of 
food to produce a high percentage of saleable beef and good milk 
production. They look like Herefords, a staple range sight in the 
Southwest. But, the new owners concede, they "look a little lost 
here because most of the little farms in Europe where they come 
from are only about 15 acres in size."

The President's decision to "shake 


up" the Administration has made it 
open season for malicious gossip. With 
one conspicuous exception, to which I 
shall return, hardly any important 
figure in the government has escaped 
censure. 


Henry Kissinger, the President's 


chief adviser on foreign policy, is ac- 
cused of conducting the most impor- 
tant international business on a private 
basis. Bob Haldeman, the White House 
chief 
of staff, 
is charged with 


complicity in the Watergate affair. 


Secretary of State William Rogers is 


said to know little and do less. The word 
about Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird and his deputy, Kenneth Rush, is 
that they are unequal to the task of 
controlling the military. 


Eye state department 


George Shultz at the Treasury is 


supposed to be hooked on the ideology 
of the free market. Peter Peterson at 
Commerce and Elliot Richardson at 
HEW are said to be interested only in 
advancing themselves to the top spot of 
the State Department. 


Attorney General Richard Klein- 


dienst is written off as too impatient 
even to read basic documents. John 
Volpe at Transportation, Rogers Mor- 
ton at Interior, George Romney at HUD 
and Earl Butz at Agriculture are dis- 
missed as secondary figures. 


Amidst this torrent of acid, however 


barely a drop has been spilled on John 
Ehrhchman. But Mr. Ehrlichman hap- 
pens to be the President's closest ad- 
viser on domestic affairs. For many 
reasons he is perhaps the most impor- 
tant single person involved in the 
shakeup. 


Ehrlichman is a central figure 


because he sits athwart the line of 
communications with the President on 
all matters of internal policy. Proposi- 
tions on taxes, the cities, minorities 
drugs, the police, the environment all 
go through him. 


In many ways Ehrlichman is ideally 


fitted for these responsibilities. He is a 
strong, confident person and he enjoys 
a close working relation with the 
President. People who have seen them 
together report that he is one of the few 
White House aides who is never 
sycophantic. 


He has the intellectual penetration 


and the attention span, necessary to 
understand complicated matters that 
have to be presented in highly abstract 
terms. Equally strong are his powers of 
articulation. Unlike most persons in 
government, he is straightforward 
even blunt. 


He also has a generous supply of the 


energy required for any high post in 
government. He works long and hard to 
master his subjects. Moreover, he 
learns from experience. "That makes a 
mockery of ad hockery," he once said 
after a quick move he made had turned 
out badly. 


These virtues naturally carry with 


them some corresponding defects. 
Ehrlichman has a good relation with 
the President because he has spent his 
whole political life working with Mr. 
Nixon. As a result, he tends to be a kind 
of loyalty freak. 


He seems to act on the belief that the 


chief job of everybody in town is to 
work for the greater glory of Mr. Nixon. 
He apparently does not comprehend 
that others might feel — for sound 


professional or ethical reasons — 
different responsibilities. 


Thus he has publicly disparaged 


Cabinet officers for being sympathetic 
to the departments they head. He has 
not engaged the Cabinet in the Domes- 
tic Council which is supposed to put 
together the Administration's internal 
program. 


His relations with the Congress 


suffer from the same difficulty. High 
minded Senators report that he treats 
humanitarian proposals as though they 
were cynical, self-serving, pork-barrel 
operations. 


Similarly with the press. Few news,- 


papermen were more critical of George 
McGovern's welfare and tax proposals 
than Hobart Rowen of the Washington 
Post. But when Rowen called into 
question some of Ehrlichman's com- 
ments on taxes, Ehrlichman thought it 
germane to write that Rowen's son had 
married McGovern's daughter. 


All of this makes Ehrlichman a cen- 


tral figure for assessing 
the reor- 


ganization of the Administration If he 
stays where he is, then the reform 
proposals of the second term will 
predictably run against the same un- 
sympathetic public, the same sour 
Congress and the same internally 
divided Administration which buried 
the reform proposals of the first term. If 
the President truly intends to move 
forward with governmental innova- 
tion, then he will need as his chief 
internal policy adviser a broader person 
— a kind of domestic Kissinger.

400 A D and grew up n the citv ot 
Patara in Asia Minor 


His parents died wnen he was a 


young man and thev left him their 
entire fortune He could ha\e settled 
down and enjoyed all the things his 
money could bu\, but he didn't He 
could not be happv \\ith his riches 
while other people li\ed in poverty. So 
he spent his fortune and his life helping 
others 


Whenever he heard that someone 


needed money he would give it to them 
But he did not want people to feel bad 
because they had accepted chanty, so 
he always gave the money secretly 


That tradition is carried on even 


today When Santa Calus makes his 
rounds with toys for children, he comes 
late at night on Christmas Eve so no 
one ever sees him as he leaves presents 
under the tree. 


Legend tells us that the first time St 


Nicholas gave a secret gift, he did it to 
save three girls from slavery He heard 
thlfla poor man was planning ,*o sell his 
three daughters into slavery because

have money before men would even 
consider marriage. 


Late one night, St Nicholas went to 


the girls' home and through an open 
window he dropped a bag with enough 
gold in it for one of them to be married.

carries his jokes with so many gaudily 
wrapped gifts to the G.I.'s abroad. 


And not only jokes, for as Bob Hope 


begins his 22nd Christmas trip over- 
seas, he will carry with him the usual 
bevy of beauties for the delight of 
homesick soldiers in Korea. Thailand. 
Japan, Guam and a ship or two on the 
high seas. 


Hope at 69 is self-admiued!y at the 


mid-point of his unusual career, which 
has carried him from being an 18-year- 
old hoofer on the vaudeville circuit to 
being Bing Crosby's stooge to an 
American institution and the country's 
most-exported product. Hope these 
days is as much a Christmas figure as 
banta Claus or ur. seuss oiintn 01 
Rudolph the Red-Nosed Reindeer. 


His friends say he could pass for 


someone 20 vears vounger. 


"Which is %vhat I intend to do," Hope 


told a reporter, laughing. "No, make 
that 25." 


Bob Hope has spent 30 years, with a 


lay-off in the mid-50's because of ill- 
ness, carrying a little bit of home to 
America's overseas soldiers. He has 
seon his share of the action too. 


During World War 1! Eisenhower 


once told him that tilings had been 
quiet for a few days. 


The next day, during a show, a bom- 


bardment began. 


"This is what you call quie*?" Hope 


cracked. 


Then there was the time that Hope 


and his troupe landed on a lonely beach 
in Korea. They looked around for the 
Ylarini"; ihcv v'/pre supposed to enter- 
tain and couldn't find them. 


Finally they located a small group of 


Marines who turned out to be advance 
scouts. One of them pointed out to sea, 
where sonic landing craft were hoving 
into sight. 


•'We haven't landed yet. sir." said the 


Marine. 


In 1964 Hope was supposed to stay at 


a hotel in Saigon while doing a show. 
Just before the comedian arrived in his 
car a bomb went off, missing the 
comedian by a few minutes. 


U. S. intelligence later said Hope had 


been the intended target of the 
bombers. 


Though Hope is a close friend of 


President Richard Nixon, not even 


friends can escape the Hope scalpel. 


Back in 1971, one of his favorite jokes 


went something like this: 


"Nixon went down to the Lincoln 


Memorial one night, and he looked up 
at Abe and said, "Abe, you had a war, 
you had a civil rights problem, what'll I 
do?' And a deep voice said, 'Don't go 
the the theater'." 


Many of Hope's jokes are enlivened 


with a little sex. 


Soldiers in World War II may have 


hard this one, just as Vietnam G.I.'s 
have: 


"Most things here are exportable. 


Some are even curable." 


Even the newest Hope joke sounds 


like you've hard it before. It's the Hope 
style, the one-liners one on top of the 
otner, like a one-man 'Laugh-In," that 
sets him apart. People laugh at and with 
Hope partly because his jokes are 


funny and partly because it's Hope who 
is telling them. 


Not that Hope doesn't keep up with 


the times. During the 1971 Christmas 
tour Hope told a few marijuana jokes: 


"I saw a guy watching "12 O'Clock 


High" and he didn't even have a TV 
set." 


"I saw a guy with a lampshade on his 


head — said he was waiting for 
someone to turn him on." 


Vietnam has also been the theme of 


quite a few other jokes, all aimed at G.I. 
audiences. 


At Long Binh, South Vietnam, Hope 


once told the soldiers: 


"This place is not fit for man or beast. 


The girls tell me it's full of both." 


World War II soldiers may have 


heard thai one. 


Hope has said many times that he's 


seen too much of war ever to think it a 
good thing — that we should learn to 
settle our differences around the 
conference table. 


But as long as there is war, or the 


threat of war, there will be American 
troops to entertain. 


It wouldn't seem like Christmas 


without Hope.

Give careful thought to 
toys for handicapped

One of the delights of Christmas 


shopping is buying toys for the children 
— but such a wide variety of toys are 
available today that making the right 
choice can also be a headache. 


Much care must be used when buy- 


ing a toy for a disabled child. This has 
been pointed out by the National Easter 
Seal Society for Crippled Children, 
which has been serving the han- 
dicapped in the United States for more 
than half a century. 


The Society advises that relatives 


and friends first check with a child's 
parents about his abilities and play 
interests. It then makes the following 
recommendations: 


The child's physical development and 


the type of play in which he or she is 
interested should be kept uppermost in 
mind. 


Give toys that involve the child in 


making them work. Some battery- 
operated toys offer only initial novelty 
interest and are soon discarded. 


Shop for toys appropriate for the 


child confined to a wheelchair. Black- 
boards, easels, child-scale kitchen 
items, and other toys are adapted by 
manufacturers for use by children con- 
fined to wheelchairs, though gifts need 
not be limited to specially made toys. 


Give toys that can be grasped easily 


and held with little effort — such as 
stuffed dogs, plastic blocks, suction- 
spin tops and small autos, trucks and 
tractors. 


Give toys that represent familiar 


things to a child. A mailbox, hook- 
together train, iron and ironing board, 
hammer and 
nail set are 
good 


examples. 


Give toys a child can manipulate, 


that enable him to use his imagination 
and to create, like a toy telephone, 
string puppet, balancing toys or take- 
apart toys. 


Never should a toy be given whose 


safe use is in question. 


Manipulative toys likely to cause 


frustration in a child with problems in 
coordination and control are also inad- 
visable. 


Toys requiring the use of arms, 


hands, legs or body need not be 
excluded, because many toys in this 
category can be adapted for use by a 
handicapped child. These could include 
wheel toys, rocking toys, exercising 
toys and balls of varying sizes. 


Toys with many pieces that are likely 


to be lost should be avoided, because 
the fun is gone when a gap cannot be 
filled. 


Studies of disabled children at play 


have led the Society to recommend 
wider use of toys that can be made in 
the home. Pieces of fabric — velvet, silk, 
corduroy, nylon — can be joined or 
simply put into a box tc further a child's 
acquaintance with all kinds of textures 
and materials through the sense of 
touch, which is an important sensfay 


response to children with cerebral 
palsy, for instance. 


Pebbles in a box, rubber bands, 


clothespins, bean bags, and stones and 
shells also offer a variety of possibilities 
for homemade toys. 


Easter Seal offers this final sugges- 


tion: "Give of yourself to the han- 
dicapped child. He enjoys playing with 
grownups as much as other children 
do."

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Give thought to safety when buying toys 


Parents, watch out if you have a 


five-year-old. But mo important — 
watch that five-year-old out at play. 
More toy or play injuries happen at the 
age of five than at any other age. 


This brings into focus part of the 


Food and Drug Administration's cam- 
paign to alert parents and other con- 
sumers to the potential hazards of toys. 
The FDA's basic message is that any 
toy can be hazardous in the hands of 
•children if the toy is not suitable for the 
cKild's age and ability, and that young 
'.children at play need supervision. 
; IJnder the Child Protection and Toy 
.Safety Act of 1969, the FDA has set new 
fcCttiidarcls for toys to ieduce potential 
hazards. The FDA also has the power to 
ban toys which are judged unsafe, and 
since 1970 it has banned 800 toys. But 


no matter what the FDA, consumers, 
and toy manufacturers do to make toys 
safe, parents, grandparents, aunts, 
uncles, and other toy-buyers should 
keep in mind a number of things before 
buying a toy. 


Five-year-olds, for example, love to 


play grown-up roles and to act out 
lives' as cowboys, Indians, nurses, and 
teachers. Dolls, stuffed animals and 
puppets are especially popular as are 
small trucks, planes, cars and wagons. 


Almost all of these toys pose poten- 


tial hazards if not used in a safe way. 
Even though a toy may be fine and safe 
for a five-year-old — that kindergart- 
ner may nave a younger sister or 
brother around who could be seriously 
hurt with it — so be on guard. 


Check labels to make sure that 


stuffed toys and dolls contain hygienic 
materials. And avoid toys with sharp 
points, jagged edges and loose small 
parts, as well as toys that produce 
excessive noise. Cap pistols fired too 
close to a child's ear can cause damage, 
for example. 


Most of all —get the right toy for the 


right child and look in on him from time 
to time. 


Is your 10-year-old really ready for a 


chemistry set? Is your Brownie Scout 
cautious enough to handle a toy iron 
safely? 


Parents, uncles, aunts and especially 


grandparents tend to give children 
magnanimous benefit of the doubt 
when it comes to choosing gifts for 
them. But it's a mistake. 


A toy — whether it's a chemistry set, 


electrical hobby work apparatus or 
even a baseball bat — is only as safe as 
its owner. Although accurate statistics 
are unavailable, because all accidents 
aren't reported, an estimated 700,000 
toy-related injuries occur in the United 
States every year. 


To help keep down the number of 


toy-related injuries, there are some 
things to keep in mind when you're 
about to select a gift for school children 
in the middle elementary grades. 


First — make sure you choose the 


right toy for the right child. Look at the 
age listed on the toy's label, and keep in 
mind the child's ability. One 10-year-old 
may indeed be ready lor a chemistry set 
— but that could literally mean playing 
with fire for another. 


Science and hobby toys are of great 


interest to this age group — but they 
require a great deal of parental super- 
vision. Also, remember that younger 
children often have access to items 
purchased for older brothers or sisters, 
so be sure you're able to separate the 
potentially dangerous items from the 
curious smaller fry. 


If you're wondering just what kind of 


gift to give, these pointers may be of 
interest: Children between the ages of 
nine and twelve have had considerable 
exposure by now to the adult world and 
are ready for more grown-up ventures. 
They begin to take an interest in real 


. 


for photography, leather, metal work or 
printing is highly suitable to some 
youngsters at this age as are telescopes 
and microscopes.

department of Sears Roebuck, one 
child on his knee, another patting his 
arm, earnestly detailing his gift list. 
Nearby a Christmas tree illuminates 
dozens of blonde, blue-eyed dolls and 
baskets of bright Christmas ornaments. 


A typical US. scene? Yes, but today's 


it's a typical Latin American one, too. 


Like Halloween masks and trick or 


treat, U.S. Christmas customs have 
infiltrated Latin America, adding more 
money to merchants' pockets but also 
enlivening the holiday season. Mexican 
children still sing the traditional 
posadas and Venezuelans skate to 
midnight mass, but more and more 
Latins are abandoning the creche for 
the Christmas tree and the Baby Jesus 
for Santa Claus. 


Today a turkey Christmas dinner is 


de rigueur in most Latin countries, and 
some like Argentina has even adopted 
the Christmas pudding. Where they 
survive, traditional foods and customs 
must now compete with the gringo 
imports. 


Unlike the mother country Spain 


which postpones 
giftgiving until 


January 6, Latin Americans emulate 
their northern brothers by placing gifts 
under a tree to be opened December 24 
or 25. 


Midnight Mass is still heavily at- 


tended, but Chirstmas' essentially 
religious overtones have been dulled by 
social festivities. Grandfathers who 
remember Christmas as a time for 
praying instead of exchanging gifts 
now are queried by their grandchildren 
about that shiny, new wagon or pretty 
doll. 


Baby Jesus, who used to leave gifts 


under the pillows of sleeping children, 
has been upstaged by Santa Claus if 
only figuratively. Like their U.S. coun- 


Wise men began exchanging of gifts 


Christmas is gift-giving time, and has 


been for centuries. But how did the 
custom originate? 


With gold, frankincense and myrrh — 


these were the gifts of the Magi, the 
wise men who followed the Christmas 
star to find an Infant King.

mined to help three daughters of a poor 
man by providing them with dowries so 
they could get married. 


Secretly, the good saint crept to the 


roof of the family home to throw a bag 
of gold down the chimney each Christ- 
mas Eve for three years until all the 
girls were wed. 


The story says that on the third 


Christmas, the father waited on the 
roof and caught the bishop in the act of 
tossing the gold down the chimney. 
Although St. Nicholas wanted his gifts 
to be anonymous, the grateful man told 
everyone of the saint's generosity. 


Thus, as the years passed, St. 


Nicholas became the patron saint of 
children and the spirit of Christmas 
giving. Old paintings and statues show 
him on horseback in his bishop's robes, 
delivering gifts to good children on the 
eve of his feast day, December 6th. 


The story of St. Nicholas was 


brought to America by the Dutch, and 
gradually evolved into the white- 
bearded, red-suited symbol of Christ- 
mas we know today.

terparts, most Latin American children 
cease to write letters to the North Pole 
by the age of eight. 


Simply adorned creches remain an 


important part of the Latin Christmas 
scene, and in countries like Columbia it 
still is traditional to arrange a family 
outing for the second Sunday of 
December to collect moss for the 
miniature mangers. 


Nevertheless, trom Buenos Aires to 


Caracas the center of attention is the 
Christmas tree, made in Japan or stolen 
from the city park. (All attempts by 
Latin governments to prevent defores 
tation of pine forests during the 
Christmas season have failed. Unlike 
the United States, no one has yet 
thought of growing trees just for the 
.Christmas trade.) Those countries 


which do not produce pines order them 
from Canada. 


Christmas cards, once a rarity in 


South America, have become as com- 
mon as the habit of sending them. 


Santa's toys also tend to imitate 


foreign models. Sets for building cars, 
ships and airplanes inevitably feature a 
U.S., British or German model. Popular 
maze games range from a Disneyland 
tour to "Monopolio," albeit with local 
names. In a continent where over half 
the population is Negro and Indian, 
little girls of all colors and classes prefer 
the blonde, blue-eyed doli instead of a 
coffee-colored one by an overwhelming 
majority. 


If the turkey reigns supreme on many 


Latin Christmas tables, he still shares 
honors with local foods in most coun- 
tries. Christmas breads filled with dried 
fruits are sold from Santiago to 
Caracas. Chicken stew, tamales, sweet 
custards, stuffed pig and roast hamster 
are popular delicacies during the 
Christmas season in Colombia.

him a fat little man in his poem, "The 
Night Before Christmas," Santa could 
be fat or thin, tall or short He had a lot 
of different names and rode earth 
bound horses before he got those high 
flying reindeer and, in some places, had 
gift delivery dates other than Christ- 
mas Eve or Christmas Day He has 
usually kept his beard, though, — ex- 
cept in Italy where Santa is a lady 


It's not surprising that Santa is

Puppeteers 
manipulate

The true meaning of Christmas is often obliterated in the 20th century by the sophisticated 


approach many among us take to the celebration. To compound this, we are confronted 
beginning as early as September with catalogs, displays and advertising. 


While most people realize full well that the season is an important factor in our economy, 


we do strive to find and hold on to the deeper religious meaning. 


Events such as the All Saints Marionette Show help to strengthen this deeper commitment. 
Begun just eight years old by members of the parish wishing to teach the religious aspects 


to their children and as a result of the Supreme Court ruling limiting the teaching even of 
familiar carols in schools, the shows now number four that are completely taped, have 
scenery, puppets and script. 


Reaching this number of prepared shows, however, was accomplished only because of 


the February-to-showtime labor of these people over the first few years. 


Now that the puppeteers have completed shows enough to rotate them over a four-year 


period, preparation actually is rehearsal which gets underway just prior to Thanksgiving. For 
the families of the 12 to 14 women who manipulate the strings, it means late, often 
extremely simple meals on show days. In a way, it is their Christmas present to the 
community. 


The puppet shows probably couldn't have happened had it not been for people such as 


Marian Cowan .who was an experienced puppeteer, having worked with Bill Baird in his 
early years of puppeteering. It was also due to the hours of time spent by a small group of

Yule season brings headaches 
to some who shop by mail 


From 9 a.m. the Friday after Thanks 


giving until 9 p.m. December 24 is the 
rush-crush of the Christmas shopping 
season. Wouldn't you like to skip it just 
one year? 


Many consumers feel the same way. 


Some have decided to do their shopping 
by mail. It's true —mail order shopping 
is a welcome convenience. It can save 
you time and money, and the selection 
and service is often very good. But be 
careful! Mail order problems are com- 
mon, and the Holiday Season has been 
known 
to 
generate 
some 
real 


headaches. 


The most common problem is failure 


to deliver. In fact, this is the most 
common complaint received by the 
Office of Consumer Protection. Here's 
what happens with fraudulent mail 
order firms: You send your check in 
with your order. Then you wait and 
wait and wait. The only thing you get 
back is your cancelled check. Do you 
think you'll be able to contact them and 
"remind" them of your order? Fat 
chance! They've probably changed 
their address long ago. 


Failure to deliver is not always due to 


unscrupulous companies. Pilferage in 
the mails and other delivery systems is 
prevalent at Yuletide. Also, with all the 
extra letters and packages, the Post 
Office itself can get bogged down. It's a 
good idea to order early and avoid the 
rush. 


A common gimmick is for a mail 


order house to advertise what seems 
like special Christmas season bargains 
— toys, clothing, accessories, you name 
it. Often these are merely the regular 
selling price, or possibly a few extra 
dollars have been tagged on. 


Another thing to watch out for is 


credit arrangements. They'll claim, "No 
down-payment, just a few pennies per 
month carrying charges, and the first 
payment isn't due until February!" Too 
many consumers are fooled by this, 
underestimating finance rates. 


What can you do to protect yourself 


against mail order fraud? First, check 
out the reliability of an unfamiliar firm 
with the Chamber of Commerce. 


Next, never send cash! A personal or 


bank check or money order is your 
safest bet. Along with your payment 
and order, send a letter, including in- 
formation such as the date, the amount, 
size and style of the items you ordered, 
and the price listed in their ads. Keep a 
copy of this letter, along with any of 
their ads or catalog. If you have any 
difficulties later, this information will 
be valuable.

General's Office of Consumer Protec- 
tion, State Capitol, Madison, Wis. 
53702, or call 608-266-1852.

In Sweden, the Christmas season 


begins on Dec. 13 with the feast of St. 
Lucia. Each community chooses a 
lovely Lucia Queen, tracing to the 
young girl martyred for her religion 
centuries before in ancient Rome. In 
families with daughters, the prettiest 
plays Lucia. Her privilege is to wait on 
everyone else during the day. 


"Many countries think it so blessed 


to give at Christmas that they do so 
twice at that time of the year. On 
Christmas Eve, while waiting for their 
Santa Claus (Befana) to come on Jan. 6, 
Italian children and their elders draw 
small gifts from a jar called the Urn of 
Fate. The French exchange gifts on 
New Year's Day, but their Santa (Pere 
Noel) also visits the impatient young- 
sters on Christmas Eve." 


Almost universally. Christmas is a 


time for feasting — menus vary greatly. 
The French reveillon, a feast after mid- 
night mass, often serves oysters and 
sausages. In the French province of 
Britanny, buckwheat cakes with sour 
cream 
spice 
up the 
meal. The 


Norwegian Christmas dinner honors a 
fish called lutefisk. In Poland, the 
Christmas dinner is ceremoniously 
served in seven, nine, or 11 courses. A 
Lithuanian Christmas feast prepares 12 
courses, for the 12 disciples. 


"Deck the halls with boughs of holly 


is a traditional refrain in English and 


American homes and holly green has 
long decked the Christmas scene," 
Cooper notes. "In the middle ages, holly 
was thought to hold protective powers 
About 700 years ago, young maidens 
attached sprigs of it to their beds on 
Christmas Eve to protect them from 
evil during the coming year." 


Mistletoe recalls an equally ancient 


and romantic background. Primitive 
Britons called it "all heal" and thought 
its magic powers could heal disease, 
neutralize 
poisons, 
confound 


witchcraft, and buttress fertility in 
humans and animais. They believed a 
young couple sealing their betrothal 
with a kiss under the mistletoe would 
have good luck the rest of thc-ir lives.

Apollo not end of space program 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you 


explain artery-itis? My doctor says "it is 
different from arthritis. In what way? Is 
there a cure? I'm 40 and have had" this 
trouble 11 years. The arteries are af- 
fected on my left temple and above the 
eye. — J. s. 


It's arteritis — and distinctly not 


arthritis. That's an affliction involving 
joints, while arteritis involves arteries. 


Best description of it would be 


"inflammation of the arteries," and 
yours evidently is the form of it known 
as temDoral artenric witv, a,*.0..-^^ 
around the temple being primarily in- 
volved. 


Technically, arteritis is one of the 


group of ailments known as collagen 
diseases, which perhaps isn't of much 
help to you. The collagen diseases in- 
volve the connective or supportive tis- 
sues of the body. Frankly, we don't 
know nearly as much about the 
collagen diseases as we would like to 
know or as we need to know. In fact 
the cause of the collagen diseases is not 
known —including arteritis. 


Essentially, what we know is that 


these diseases exist, and we know 
pragmatically that drugs of the cor- 
tisone type can lessen the discomfort 
and reduce the tendency to recur Such 
treatment has to be on a long-term 
basis. 


In passing, arteritis can involve such 


symptoms as loss of weight, rheuma- 
tic-type pain and fever. In view of the 
present state of knowledge — or lack of 
knowledge — the best advice I can 
offer, in fact the only advice I can 
suggest, is prolonged use of cortisone 
or its derivatives. While you didn't say, 
I would assume your doctor already has 
been doing this.

don't try breathing deeply. Does this 
have to do with the heart?"is it a warn- 
ing of heart disease?

I'm not about to try to say whether 


your symptoms do or do no"t indicate 
heart trouble. They could — because it 
is well known that the discomfort of 
angina pectoris can be relieved some- 
times by taking a deep breath and 
holding it for a moment. 


However, other things (including 


some sort of nervous reaction) also 
might bring about what you describe. 


My advice, therefore, is to have your 


doctor check you thoroughly, with stn 
electrocardiogram included. It's always 
better to find out what is troubling you 
instead of merely speculating about 
what it might be.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - Con- 


trary to some beliefs, this space center is 
not going to go into mothballs after 
Apollo 17 is launched here Dec. 6 on the 
final moon-landing journey in the 
series. 


In fact, says Dr. Kurt Debus, the 


Kennedy Space Center which he directs 
is very much alive and ready to move 
into America's next manned project, 
Skylab, with three launchings next year 
during which men will be flying in space 
a total of five months. 


After Skylab, Debus says, there will 


be a lull in manned space activity, with 
only a joint U.S.-Russian flight 
scheduled between 1974 and 197R But 
dunng that time preparations will be 
under way for the revolutionary space 
shuttle, and during the decade of the 80s 
manned ships might be embarking from 
the Cape at the rate of one a week. 


There also will be a continuing series 


of unmanned satellite launchings, 
including probes to many of the planets. 


"Some people have the mistaken 


impression," Debus said in an interview, 
"that Apollo 17 is the end of manned 
space flight for the United States. It's 
true we're going to have some dry spells 
in the next few years. But the outlook 
for the future is fantastic." 


Debus said the end of Apollo will 


mean additional personnel layoffs here, 
continuing a trend that has seen the 
center's work force drop from 26,000 in 
1969, the year man first landed on the 
moon, to slightly more than 15,000 
today. 


"I expect the total population will 


drop over the next couple years to 
12,000," Debus reported. "After the 
U.S.-Russian flight in 1975,1 think there 
will be another reduction of some one to 
two thousand. That number will be 
determined by what we will need to get 
busy on the shuttle." 


When the shuttle becomes opera- 


tional in 1979 or 1980, he expects the 
work force to level at between 10 000 
and 11,000. 


Debus, 63, began firing rockets back 


in the 1930s with Wernher von Braun at 
Germany's Peenemunde base. He came 
to the United States after World War II 
and with Von Braun and other Germans 
helped develop this nation's space

said. "I believe that Skylab is going to do 
even more. Skylab will show the man on 
the street, that's you and me, that space 
can be of everyday use in solving such 
problems as" pollution, locating 
resources and feeding the hungry. 


"We are in the age of economizing 


now. In the background '« tt>o cHinino 
star of adventure. But now we must 
bring the benefits of space to man. 
That's what Skylab is going to do." 


Skylab, a two-story laboratory with 


the volume of a medi um-size house, is to 
be launched unmanned by a Saturn 5 
rocket next April 30. 


The following day a three-man crew 


is to be launched in a modified Apollo 
capsule by a smaller Saturn IB rocket. 
The astronauts will enter the Skylab 270 
miles above the earth and remain 
aboard for 28 days. 


Second and third three-man crews 


will visit the lab later in the year, each 
for 56 days. 


The astronauts will conduct more 


than 50 different types of experiments 
aimed at developing techniques for 
surveying earth's resources from space, 
determining man's ability to live and

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solar astronomy beyond earth's dense 
atmosphere and experimenting with 
space manufacturing processes. 


UW closely checks use 
of humans for research 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — University ot 


Wisconsin medical scientists have made 
more than 500 proposals since 1966 for 
research on living human subjects, the 
UW medical school faculty was told 
Monday. 


But Dr. J. D. Kabler, chairman of the 


committee on the use of human sub- 
jects, said nearly 13 per cent of the 
requests have been turned down by his 
committee to ensure there were no 
abuses in the treatment of human 
subjects. 


Kabler said there is some "historical 


foundation" to national accounts of 
abuses involving medical research on 
humans. He outlined precautionary 
measures used by the committee, which 
was charged by the medical school in 


1966 with reviewing all human research 
proposals. 


Kabler said the committee requires 


that no one be subject to unnecessary 
hazards to life, and that all researchers 
involved 
in a 
project share 
re- 


sponsibility for the welfare of the sub- 
ject. 


Researchers are required in all cases 


to explain to subjects the procedures to 
be used and possible risks involved, he 
said, and the subjects can terminate the 
experiment at any time. 


Kabler said five proposals 
were 


deferred last year because of the level of 
possible risk involved. He said 196 pro- 
posals in the last six years involved the 
uf drugs and radiation, and more than 16 
per cent of those proposals were 
deferred. 


Between Skylab and the shuttle there 


will be perhaps the most significant 
flight yet - a joint orbital mission in 
1975 by American astronauts and RUs 
sian cosmonauts. The impact of this 
symbolic meeting between Apollo and 
Soyuz crews can only be speculated on 
but it could herald greater cooperation 
in many fields between the two space 
powers. 


First manned test flights of the shuttle 


are scheduled from Cape Kennedv ,n 
1978 and hopefully the rocket plane'wiii 
be operational within a few months 
functioning almost as simply as an 
airliner. 


The shuttle will take off like a rocket 


fi> in ui'un like a bpacebhlp and land 
back on earth like an airplane. Each 
shuttle will be capable of making more 
than 100 trips into space before wearing 
out. Its two solid fuel booster rockets 
also will be reuseable after parachuting 
to earth. 


"The main purpose for it of course is 


to reduce the cost of getting something 
into space," Debus explained. "It should 
take on all of our space efforts and take 
on all payloads so that other launch 
vehicles like the Saturn 5 no longer are 
required. It will really open up space as 
a routine extension of our atmosphere. 
We will go into space at a much more 
reasonable cost and we will develop it to 
make it eventually pay for itself, just as 
airplanes did after a long period of 
subsidizing aircraft." 


The shuttle will be the size of a DC9 


airliner and can be flown by two pilots. 
It can carry up to 65,000 pounds of 
payload and 12 passengers who do not 
have to be trained astronauts. Scien- 
tists, medical experts, meteorologists, 
anyone in good health, can make the 
trip. 


The craft's first tunction will be to 


carry unmanned satellites into orbit. On 
some missions the shuttle will serve as 
an interim space station, flying 30-day 
or more journeys

Norma Nabbefeld in a house that tells 
of his inventiveness and ingenuity. 


Afflicted at birth with cerebral palsy, 


severe spasticky and speech impair- 
ment, the young man finds each new 
day, each new idea, a challenge ripe for 
conquering. 


Beneath a "wanted" poster of Jesse 


James and a newspaper clipping of 
Channel 11's "action man" Glenn Loyd, 
he labors at a worktable. His tools are 
carefully placed in cubicles. A specially 
made switch illuminates the area. 


Under his touch a jug becomes a 


lamp, no small task for someone who 
needs a vise to act as "his right hand." 
Behind him a serving tray waits his 
attention, the minute tile squares 
needing grout for completion. 


Encased in a wood covering, holes 


have been hewed out over the in- 
dividual Keys 01 nis typewriter so mat 
he will not make a mistake as he spells 
out a statement, a need, a thought. This 
instrument of communication is put to 
further use should Jimmy be called 
upon to do typing jobs for neighbors. 


Mrs. Nabbefeld talked of her son, one 


of seven children. 


"When he was 18-months-old the 


doctors in Madison told me not to let 
him sit around and get moody." 


She hasn't and Jimmy won't just sit 


around. He's got too much work to do 
with exasperation giving precedence to 
"moody" because a certain nut or bolt 
won't comply \vith his hands when he's 
got a job to complete. 


On to the home of John Matz, Hor- 


tonville. 


Soon to celebrate his seventv-third 


birthday, he greets Mrs. Rudolph at the 
door in his walker. He didn't need it 
until 1962 when he broke his hip and 
surgery left him a leg shorter, and a 
brace and a specially built shoe heavier. 


What is his specialty? John makes 


cookie cutters. Four years of work have 
accounted for so many (well into the 
thousands) that he "can't keep count." 
He has fashioned 218 forms, many of 
which are neatly stored and catalogued 
in a bookcase should he be called upon 
to fill a particular order. He alone

John begins by using a fine blade jig 


saw to cut his designs out of maple, oak 
or elm and adheres them to a wooden 
base. The time involved depends upon 
whether they measure a half inch or six 
inches in depth. 


Measuring each metal strip, he places 


it in a brake provided by Easter Seals, 
pulling the heavy lever until the edge is 
folded. His weathered hands fashion 
the metal around the design — an angel, 
a turkey, a Christmas tree. He then 
secures the metal with nails driven into 
the base. The cookie cutters are 


completed after removing each nail and 
soldering supports.

Tots search for learning through toys 


Many toys are no longer just toys. 
Children, more alert than ever, scru- 


tinize the object of their attention — 
buttoning and unbuttoning, zipping 
and unzipping, making all the pieces fit. 


Unhappily for many parents, that 


long sought after Christmas present 
once intact and encased in the safety of 
gaily festooned wrappings, is dis- 
sembled or disembodied piece by piece. 


It's not entirely a search and destroy 


mission but rather a child's way of 
learning what makes a thing tick. It's 
co"""ly and even heart-renting but it is 
aiso an inevitability that should be 
understood. A child wants to know. 


Barbara Skaer is a mother who was

'''I'm typical of many parent? who are 


fed up with shoddy merchandise in 
toys. After the plastics break and the 


batteries wear out, children want 
something more," she said. 


Her attitude prompted her into an 


avocation which is becoming a profita- 
ble approach geared to those sharing 
her point of view. 


The idea for her home-based "Toy 


Library" came by way of a magazine 
article calling attention to a group in a 
metropolitan area that brought both 
toys and their learning value into the 
homes of those in poorer segments of 
their city. 


Turning one's home into a library is 


an uncommon feat in itself. Barbara, 
whose college background includes 
retailing and Spanish, catalogues each 
item pictorially — from stop signs to 
painting easels — recording the names 
of those who have rented a toy and for 
how long it is rented. 


Thus far 40 sets of parents have 


approached her after learning of the 


service. Teachers also have availed 
themselves of her library and the 
Children's Developmental Center at 
the Congregational Church (a school 
for handicapped children staffed by- 
parents) has made use of her unique 
service. 


One Appleton school rented her mini 


traffic signs and used them in a physical 
education class to test the children's 
reflex ability. 


Her mini-clientele ranges in age from 


six months to 12 years. Barbara's rent- 
ing thesis revolves around her concept 
that the service she renders "provides a 
greater variety than most parents can 
afford." 


Quipped the mother of three who has 


faced the frustration of searching out 
replacements for toys well-worn by her 
own inquisitive youngsters, "Mom 
can't always get to the store for 
batteries."

Roland Ortmeyer has shrugged off 
defeats with the philosophy that he 
doesn't mind as long as football is fun at 
La Verne College. 


His record at the small college in 


eastern Los Angeles County is 
109-102-4, remarkable for a coach who 
doesn't recruit players and doesn't 
approach a game as a "must" victory. 


"My philosophy is different than most 


coaches," Ortmeyer said this week as he 
was cited for his silver anniversary 
season at La Verne by the Southern 
California Football Writers Associat- 
ion. 


"We strive for the .500 mark so we 


have about as much fun as misery," the 
crew-cut. 55year-old coach told the 
writers. 


Ortmeyer is known for his quick wit 


but he wasn't joking. 


"The game is 500 regardless of how 


you look at it Except for ties there's 
always a winner and a loser. From 1.000 
to zero averages out to .500." 


La Verne is assured of a winning 1972 


season, taking a 5-3 record into its 
season finale Saturday against 
Pomona-Pitzer College. Yet Ortmeyer 
said the purpose of this year's season is 
the same as always— "we schedule nine 
games and we want to play them all." 


Ortmeyer, a single wing tailback for 


Pappy Waldorf at Northwestern in the 
1930s, coached in Illinois and Tennessee 
high schools, then at William Penn 
College in Iowa before moving to 
California. 
«* 


^ "I spend about tnree hours a day on 
football," he said. "That's enough. We 


have no play sheets, no play books, no 
diagrams. We just go out to have fun." 


Although he solicits no one, Ortmeyer 


has a surplus of players. 


"We suit up 75 to 80 of the 350 men on 


campus at the start of practice. We have 
more than 60 boys—I mean men—on the 
team now. 


"No scholarships," he said. "I don't 


know anybody's name until he's on 
campus " 


Ortmeyer refuses to allow the game to 


become a stage for superstars. He 
doesn't build up players in advance by 
announcing a starting line-up. 


"I'm cautious not to damage per- 


sonalities by putting one player above 
another. Everybody in the ball park will 
know who's playing when the team 
takes the field just before the kickoff." 


"I'll talk about players after the 


game—if they earn it. I'm not going to be 
a publicity agent." 


Nor is he strict with his players. 


Practice isn't exactly optional for those 
who expect to play but "we keep no 
practice record and no practice 
schedule. Nobody gets kicked off an 
Ortmeyer team for skipping practice 
and going to the beach. 


"There is no attempt to impose my 


values, which would mean they'd be in 
bed at 9 p.m. and run two miles in the 
morning." 


Ortmeyer says his assistants and his 


players don't necessarily share his attit- 
ude. "It would be difficult for the un- 
dergraduates. They have great 
enthusiams." 


It's not that Ortmeyer lacks 


enthusiasm. 


"Winning is a great thrill." he said, 


"butftis not the only fundamental to the 
game."

NEW YORK (AP) — It used to be that 


catching a football was the domain of 
the wide receiver or tight end while the 
running back's job was, obviously, 
running with it. Not any more. 


• 
In these days of multiple zone 


defenses in the National Football 
League, the running back has become 
another prime receiver for a harried 
quarterback searching for a target. 


The NFL individual statistics released 


today are a case in point. 


True, Harold Jackson of Philadelphia 


and Otis Taylor of Kansas City, both 
wide receivers, are the top pass- 
catchers, Jackson in the National 
Conference with 46 receptions for 771 
yards and Taylor in the American 
Conference with 44 for 666. But those 
are only the tops of the lists. 


Right in the middle of the AFC

I'm not running 
for a wnstwatch, a trophy or a piece of 
congratulatory paper, I'm running for 
my livelihood." 


Ryun had a paltry $200 in his checking 


account before leaving for Munich last 
summer. His highest-ever income was 
$8,000 in 1970. He is jobless and, asked 
his occupation, said, "I guess I'm a 
professional jock." 


The memory of that fateful Sep- 


tember afternoon in Munich lives on

tility control, the Commission recom- 
mended that present state laws re-

along the lines of the New York State 
statute, such abortions to be performed 
on request by duly licensed physicians 
under conditions of medical safety and 
within the first 24 weeks of pregnancy. 


The thrust of the film is that many 


ideas we took for granted m America 
are no longer realistic.

their high fertility rates, minorities, 
precisely because of their smaller 
numbers, contribute less to overall 
growth than does the rest of the 
population. Seventy per cent of our 
increase is from childbearmg on the 
part of the white, middleclass segment 
of our population.

ing, Cook and his staff fashioned an 
ingenious device so that engineers did 
not need to sit around the lab chewing 
on dolls and tinker toys They devised a 
set of simulated false choppers from 
two concentric hose clamp-type 
devices which acted against each other 
in a drill press type manner Playthings 
for youngsters 18 months to 3 years 
were required to withstand a "bite" of 
50 pounds, he said, while those for the 
under eighteen-month set had to take 
only 25 pounds 


In other tests 
To determine if the construction of a 


toy was hazard-free, and capable of 
sustaining normal abuse, an engineer 
analyzed how the tov was put together, 
looking for such dangers as pinch 
points, hidden spikes, poorly fastened 
wheels, etc 


Parts such as eyes, buttons, snaps, 


etc, that might become detached and 
thus present a choking hazard were 
subjected to pulling 


The institute staff required that any 


electrically operated plug-in toy be 
listed with Underwriters' Laboratories 
and pass their rigid requirements 


Institute chemists analyzed the toy's 


paints and materials to determine that 
they were nontoxic 


The toy must not burst into flame, 


cause nearby objects to flame, or 
produce obnoxious smoke when ex- 
posed to a flame or sparks by a member 
of the technical staff 


For infants' and preschool toys, the 


Institute required that toys be labeifsd 
with recommended age groups 


As a final check, each toy was sent 


for in home use to a mother-child team, 
members of a special panel Mom 
reported to the task-force on the child's 
reaction to the tov and how well it 
stood up under actual plajing condi 
tions 


So bring on the pint-size "shock 


troops' on Christmas Day These toys 
that won their flying colors by passing 
through the Good Housekeeping Insti- 
tute's "torture test' program, will be 
sure to bring longer lasting months of 
rough and tumble fun to their young 
owners

Having a hobby is equally important 


for youngsters It might be assembling 
and collecting scale models of cars, 
aircraft, space vehicles, or ships, 
collecting stamps or discovering new 
worlds with a science hobby, doing 
ceramics or making jewelry 


Students involved in these mind and 


hand hobbies are generally above 
average achievers, said Harold Cars 
tens, President of the Hobby Associa- 
tion of America They are more hkelv to 
be more socially oriented and less likely 
to be dropouts 


There is little doubt, savs Dr Brandt, 


that hobbies help bridge the generation 
gap A father and son operating their 
scale model railroad or a mother and 
daughter working together on a hobby 
project discover they have something 
in common 


A healthy sign of the times says Dr 


Brandt, is that no longer are certain 
hobbies considered solely male or 
female oriented 
Girls and their 


mothers are becoming interested in 
building and flying scale model planes 
as their brothers and fathers have 
become interested in needlework, 
candle making, and stitcherv

craft kits available is seemingly endless 
They range from those designed for the
